The violence was the aftermath of 
a raid Monday on the “University 
of Islam,” whose curriculum, police 
investigators said, included such 
subjects as “General Knowledge of 
Spook Civilization,” in addition to 
more standardized studies. 

14 “Instructors” Held. 

Fourteen leaders and instructors 
were arrested, charged with con- 
tributing to the delinquency of min- 
ors, who had been withdrawn from 
the public schools to enter the “uni- 
versity,” and with subversive teach- 


ing. 

The 14 “instructors” facing ar- 
raignment today gave Oriental 
names. None, the investigators 
said, had teachers’ licenses. The 
“university” was raided at the re- 
quest of public school officials who 
had become alarmed over the with- 
drawal of severaf hundred N egro 
children from the schools. The 
roster of the cult school showed 400 
names.

Restaurant Man Recently 
Settled One Tax Evasion 
Charge by Paying $1000: 
and Another Government 
Suit Is Pending. 


James K. Johnoff, through most 
of the prohibition era St. Louis 
largest dealer in imported and other 
high grade liquors, is back where 
he began, nearly 30 years ago, try- 
ing to recoup in the restaurant busi- 
ness the fortune he says he made, 
and lost, as a bootlegger. 

Johnoff, in those palmy days of 
the bootleg. business when good 
liquor cost considerably more than 
it does now, was one of the big op- 
He owned an interest in a 
three-masted schooner which ran 
liquor to southern ports from the 


Bahamas, Cuba and British Hon- 
duras. He owned a 75-foot launch 
in which he brought whisky up the 
Mississippi River from New Or- 


He operated a fleet of automobiles 
in which whisky was brought to St. 
Louis from Canada and the South- 


Convicted Only Twice. 
And only twice was he convicted 
of violating liquor laws. Once 
a few weeks be- 
fore the repeal of prohibition, when 
he paid a $50 fine in Federal Court 
for sale and possession of liquor. 
He previously paid a $50 fine in 


These, however, were not the only 
penalties he paid for his participa- 
tion in an illicit business. His 
schooner went down, with three 
hands aboard, in a Gulf of Mexico 
hurricane. His yacht was seized by 
St. Clair County Deputy Sheriffs; 
his automobiles were stopped and 
bootleggers, and 
confiscated by the authorities; and 
canny railroad employes helped 
themselves to his shipments, know- 
ing that he could not protest. 
Johnoff can tell his story now be- 
cause prohibition has been repealed, 
and because he has recently set- 
tled by paying a $1000 fine, a 
Federal charge of tax evasion, in 
which the Government alleged he 
had an income of $67,405 in 1929, 
but failed to file a return. There 
is still pending against him a civil 
case in which the Government seeks 
to collect $53,638 in deficiency taxes 
and penalties for the four years, 
1927-30, but he hopes that will soon 
be compromised. 

Then, he said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday, he will be back 
to where he was before 1921, when 
he started bootlegging on a smali 
scale, except that he will be with-/ 
out the $56,000 which was his cap- 
ital when he began. He lives at 
2913 Caseyville avenue, East St. 
Louis, and is manager of the Bis- 
marck Cafe, 410 North Twelfth bou- 
levard, which is owned by a corpo- 
ration whose stockholders have a 
friendly interest in him. 

There each day from noon until 
the small hours of the morning, he 
may be found, a short, swarthy, 
round faced man of 45, greeting his 
customers, most.of whom he can 
address by their names, and going 
from table to table to make sure 
that each is properly served. Under 
the glass of his cigar counter he is 
proud to preserve a newspaper clip- 
ping which relates that he is the 
holder of State Permit No. 1 for 
the legal sale of liquor by the drink. 


Came to U. 8. From Bulgaria. 
Twenty-eight years ago Johnoff, 
a youth of 17, came to this country 
from Bulgaria. He worked as a 
busboy and waiter, saved his money, 
and in 1912 bought the Drovers’ 
Hotel at National Stockyards. In 
1921 he sold it for $56,000, and kept 
for his own use about 40 cases cf 
whisky the hotel had in stock. 

He discovered that the whis- 
ky could be sold at a fancy price, 
and disposed of the entire lot to a 
Southern Illinois stockman who had? 
done a bit of bootlegging on the 
side, in local option counties, even 
before prohibition.

REFUSED BY COURT 


Missouri Supreme Bench 
Denies Application of 
Pilot Knob Ore Co. to 
Prevent Suit Here... 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 18. — 
The Missouri Supreme Court en 
\banc today refused to issue a writ 
of prohibition which was sought to 
prevent trial in St. Louis Circuit 
Court of a damage suit against the 
Pilot Knob Ore Co., of St. Louis 
and Iron County, involving alleged 
injury of an employe -by inhaling 
silica dust in the company’s mill in 
Iron County. 

The application for a writ, rais- 
ing a jurisdictional question, was 
filed by company attorneys in an 
attempt to curb an increasing num- 
ber of silicosis damage suits being 
filed in the St. Louis courts from 
Missouri mining districts. 

The Supreme Court did not hand 
down an opinion in refusing to is 
sue the writ, merely noting the de- 
nial of the application in the court 
record. 

The company, in applying for the 
writ, declared “St. Louis lawyers 
have gone in droves out into the 
State” and obtained silicosis dam- 
age suits which were being filed 
in St. Louis Circuit Court. i 

While the Pilot Knob Ore Co. 
listed St. Louis as its home office 
in its incorporation articles, it was 
‘contended the company’s usual and 
customary place of business was in 
Iron County, and that a $15,000 
damage suit filed by Charles Mey- 
er, an employe, should have been 
instituted in Iron County and not 
in St. Louis. The writ was asked 
to restrain Judge Landwehr from 
proceeding with the case in St. 
Louis Circuit Court.

SHREVEPORT, La., April 16. — 
Fred Lockhart, 38-year-old sales- 
man of artificial butterflies, who 
confessed last night that he at- 
tacked and killed Mae Griffin, 16, 


was guarded from mob violence to- 
day by three companigs of National 
Guardsmen. : 

The mob grew in numbers un- 
til it reached about 3000 at mid- 
night and at times members of it 
got inside Caddo Parish’s million 
dollar court-house where Lockhart 
is held. 

Stragglers continued to mill about 
tthe jail this morning, but officers 
were confident that any further at- 
tack could be stopped by the three 
companies of guardsmen called to 
duty by Gov. O. K. Allen when the 
advance of the mob threatened to 
overpower Sheriff T. R. Hughes’ 
resistance. 

Mob Driven From Building. 

Sheriff Hughes said that Lock- 

hart confessed to luring the girl 
from the home of her widowed 
mother, and killing her. Small 
crowds and groups of men about 
the jail became unmanageable after 
the confession was made known. 
. Mobsmen, cursing and shouting, 
took possession of the basement 
and first floor.of the combination 
court-house-jail, threw bricks, 
swung chuibs and cut fire hose until 
the National Guard from Shreve- 
port began assembling shortly after 
midnight. Lockhart was in the jail 
on the seventh floor. 

By 2 o’clock the rioters inside the 
building had been driven to the out- 
side and the howling mob began 
breaking up. 

Under orders from Gov. Allen, 
Col. Hollingsworth Barrett, com- 
manding Company E, 156th fnfan- 
try, of Shreveport, took command 
of the situation, releasing the ten- 
gion that had existed in the siege 
laid against some 60 parish officers, 
city police and special deputies who 
commanded the stairway leading to 
the second floor with machine guns, 
pistols and tear bombs. 

Girls Arouse the Mob. 

One company of militia from 
Minden, La., and another from Rus- 
ton were ordered to his assistance. 
Tear gas bombs were set off 
throughout the night to drive back 
the invaders in their mass assaults. 
The supply of bombs was repien- 
ished periodically from the army 
supplies at Barksdale Field here. 

As the mobsmen outside the 
court-house swirled about in disor- 
der early in the night they were 
spurred into an assault on the 
Court-house entrances by two girls 
mounted on a truck who shrieked 
that “you men are a bunch of dirty 
yellow cowards” if they did not 
seize the prisoner from the jail. 

Several hundred of the leaders 
rushed the basement and the main 
floor, smashing windows of _ the 
beautiful building with bricks, yell- 
ing at the top of their voices, “We 
want to get him. We want to 
lynch him. Let us through.” 

Officers first received a commit- 
tee from the mob in the Sheriff's 
office and “cooled them down in 
the holdover,” said a special Deputy 
Sheriff in the jail, but entreaties 
had no effect on dampening the 
fury of the leaders. 

Police Figh« With Fists. 

A crowd broke into the first floor 
with a heavy railroad rail, but 
policemen headed by D. D. Bazer, 
Chief of Police, fought them with 
bare fists and made them drop the 
rail. 

Four or five members of the 
mob climbed to the third and 
fourth floors from the outside of 
the building, which placed them 
above the heavy steel gate locking 
the jail section, but officers sta- 
tioned above quickly ejected them 
from the building. 

Deputies Sheriff, police and 40 or 
50 special deputies guarded the 
Sheriff's office where the stairway 
leads up the second floor with ma- 
chine guns and pistols and held the 
throng back there with threats o 
shoot to kill. 

The elevator was run to an upper 
story and locked while the dis- 
turbance raged. 

Details of the Confession, 
Sheriff Hughes .reported that 
Lockhart had confessed to killing: 
the girl last Thursday after obtain- 
ing her mother’s consent for her to 
attend his ill wife. Her body was 
found Sunday in a wooded section 
near Cross Lake on the outskirts

Worn and haggard from two days 
of questioning, Lockhart was quoted 
by Sheriff Hughes in his confession 
as admitting “I did it.” “God knows 
why I did it,” the statement said.

DEMAND HIGHER Pa 


Union Also Asks for 40-Hour 
Week in Notice to 10 
Major Companies. 


Demands for shorter hours and 
increased wages have been pre- 
gen to 10 major oil companies 
by thé Gasoline Service Station and 
Warehouse Employes’ Union. 

Under a finding of the Labor 
Board for the Petroleum Industry, 
station attendants now work 48 
hours a week: at salaries of $95 
monthly for attendants and $110 a 
month for managers. The agree- 
ment was for three months from 
Feb. 15, and the union has exer- 
cised its right of giving four weeks’ 
notice of its desire to negotiate a 
new contract. The companies have 
two weeks in which to reply to the 
demands. 

The union is demanding a 40- 
hour week, five Shour days with 
no split shifts, and a reclassifica- 
tion of employes at the following 
wages: managers, $150 a month; 
senior attendants (more than 'a& 
year’s service), $130 monthly; junior 
attendants (6-months to a year), 
$118; beginners, $107; warehouse- 
men, $110 a month for beginners, 
$125 a month, 6 months to a year, 
and $140 a month after a year; 
maintenance men, $160 a month, 
with expenses when away from 
home, 

Filling station attendants went on 
strike for a week beginning last 
Nov. 18, in support of demands for 
union” recognition and a.wage in- 
crease. They returned to work on 
the advice of American Federation 
of Labor leaders after employers 
proposed mediation through the 
Labor Policy Board. 

Everett Sperry, union vice-presi- 
dent, explained today that the de- 
mand for a shorter week resulted 
from the reduction of personnel by 
the major companies since the 
strike. Sperry estimated that 380 
men have been let out through 
changes in hours in which stations 
are open for business. 

The union says it has a paid-up 
membership of 1834 men, of whom 
950 work for major oil distributers.

The proposed method of finane- 
ing, now used in providing revenue 
for the Zoo, Art Museum and Pub- 
lic Library would make the Health 
Department independent of alder- 
manic appropriations. ; 

Popular Vote Required. 


Such a measure must be author- 
ized by the city’s voters at an elec- 
tion. The election could be ordered 
by the Board of Aldermen or might 
be initiated by popular petition. 

The resolution, adopted without 
discussion by about 250 doctors, was 
introduced last week by the socie- 
ty’s Committee on Health and Pub- 
lic Instruction and subsequently 
printed in the society’s bulletin for 
distribution among the entire mem- 
bership. 

At the meeting were Dr. Paul 
J. Zentay, whose recent forced 
resignation from the office of 
Assistant Health Commissioner 
inspired adverse criticism from the 
Medical Society and other sources, 
and Health Commissioner Bredeck, 
who has referred to the departure 
of Dr. Zentay as akin to “losing my 
right arm.” 

While the Zentay episode stimu- 
leted interest in the resolution cer- 
tain members of the society were 
sponsoring such a measure before 
the request of Director of Public 
Welfare Darst for Dr. Zentay’s 
resignation. Conferences have been 
held, it was learned today, with 
public health authorities in cities 
which conduct their health depart- 
ments on a non-partisan basis. 

Backs Copeland Bill. 

Soon after passing the resolution, 
which states that “the present 
method of allocation of funds for 
the. health and hospital departments 
from the general treasury by the 
usual budget mianner seriously han- 
dicaps and retards the work of 
maintaining and constantly imprav- 
ing their work,” the society voted to 
urge Congress to pass the Copeland 
bill, which would strengthen pro- 
visions of the pure food and drug 
act. The sponsoring resolution 
points out that the bill would pro- 
vide “public protection” through in- 
suring “honest labeling and accu- 
rate advertising.” 

Dr. Morfit, in answering affirma- 
tively a question from the floor as 
to whether “organized medical men 
throughout the. country” favored 
the measure, said that it was op- 
posed in Washington by “a power- 
ful lobby” and that “even our own 
Chamber of Commerce is. against 
it.” Unanimous support was then 
given the bill and the society’s sen- 
timent will be conveyed to the Mis- 
souri members of Congress.

Authority Granted Receiver Kiel 
by Federal Court to Abandon 
Unused Portions. 

Authority to abandon seven 
short sections of car track which 
no longer are in use was granted 
Receiver Kiel of the Public Service 
Co. by Federal Judge Davis yester- 
day, following similar authorization 
by the State Public Service Com- 
mission.

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COSMIC RAY 
"BY IS DISCOVERER 


Dr. Robert A. Millikan

Dr. Robert A. Millikan, eminent 
American physicist, facing an au- 
dience of more than 1300 at Soldan | 
High School last night, said he did 
not know there were so many per- 
gons anywhere who were interested 
in his subject, “Cosmic Rays and 
Their Significance.” The address 
Was sponsored by the Washington 


University Association and the Aca- 
denmy of Science. 

‘The audience gave the closest at- 
tention to the California scientist, 
known as the discoverer of the cos- 
mic ray, and Nobel prize winner in 
physics in 1923. He gave his latest 
conclusion as to the source of the 
radiations, many times more power- 
ful than those produced from earth- 
sources, which bombard the earth 
like pistol-shots, and which, by 
breaking up atoms, serve to renew 
the universe, and to keep it from 
decay. 

From Interstellar Space. 

His conclusion, based on experi- 
ments which he illustrated by lan- 
tern views, was that the radiation, 
“shootirg through the Wniverse with 
energy greater than all other types 
of radiation combined,” was’ pro- 
duced by activities in space be- 
tween the stars, and beyond the 
Milky Way. These activities, he 
said, were the breaking up of 
atoms of hydrogen into atoms of 
other elements, and the radiation is 
the energy released by the atomic 
changes. 

“And we didn’t know about it un- 
til 10 years ago,” the scientist com- 
mented. The force so lately dis- 
covered had not been harnessed to 
commercial use, he said, and he saw 
no early prospect that this would 
be done. 

“Because this is a new field of 
investigation,” he said, “the terms 
are simple. There hasn’t been time 
to develop a difficult phraseology. 
Our material is simple, when com-

The Electroscope Simplified. 
“Everybody understands the elec- 
or at least I suppose ev- 
erybody does who has children in 
high school, bringing their lessons 
home to be reviewed by the par- 
erts. And everyone who has a 
head of hair has used one, in the 
form of a brush, which on chilly 
mornings charges the hairs with 
electricity, and makes them stand 
apart, the electric charges repelling 
one another. 
“Then as you stand before the 
mirror, if you have such a habit, 
you see the hairs gradually falling 
together, as radiation discharges 
the electroscope, and knocks off the 
electrically charged atoms. This 
radiation surrounds us on all sides. 
The rate of discharge measures the 
intensity of the radiation.” 


“The term cosmic ray is not more 
than 10 years old, and the material 
was not dreamed of before 1910. 
Roentgen discovered in 1896 the 
form of radiation, more powerful 
than had been known before, which 
would penetrate flesh and show 
shadow pictures of bones. In 1889, 
Mme. Curie and her husband suc- 
ceeded in separating radium from 
uranium ore, and in 1902 Mme. 
Curie discovered rays which would 
pierce one-inch of lead.

article on cosmic rays. 

“By 1925,” he said, “it was estab- 
lished, as I thought, that the source 
of radiation was outside the atmos- 
phere, and that the rays had to be 
at least 18 times as penetrating as 
the Gamma ray. Seeking the source 
further, the sun was suggested, 
but it was eliminated when it was 
found that the effects were the 
same at night as by day. We went 
to the Andes, where we were out 
of sight of the Milky Way, and 
comparing the rate of discharge 
with our other records, decided that 
the Milky Way had nothing to do 
with it, and that the source was 
beyond the Milky Way. 

Annihilating Atoms. 
“Conditions in interstellar space 
are different. Temperature and 
pressure are very low there. Our 
experiments in the strato- 
sphere showed tremendous activity 


from atoms, and shooting these 
bullets of radiation at us on the 
earth. Out there in stellar space, 
atoms are being partly or wholly 
annihilated, and the resultant en- 
ergy is coming to us. 

“In the last two months we have 
succeeded in artificial laboratory 
production of nitrogen atoms from 
hydrogen. Twenty or more ele- 
ments can be built in that fashion. 
Until lately, that was a fairy tale. 
I don’t think we shall turn it to 
a commercial use, for the shots go 
wild and are wasted, not one in 
2,000,000 hitting the mark. How- 
ever, those shots of radiation are 
hitting us all the time—about 8 
shots a second—and destroying 
atoms within our heads, and we 
like it.” 

The lantern views were charts, 
showing the electroscope discharges 
registered at various heights and 
depths, and photographs of the 
paths of the cosmic ray through 
lead and other substances. These 
were so grouped as to support the 
conclusion that the most powerful 
forces of radiation “flow in from 
the celestial dome,” and are pro- 
duced by activities in interstellar

NEW YORK RACE 
TRACK BETTING 
UP TO GOVERNOR 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ALBANY, N. Y., April 18.—With 
the bill to permit open betting at 
the New York race tracks already 
passed by the Legislature, the As- 
sembly Rules Committee today re 
ported two other racing. measures. 

They are a proposed amendment 
to the Constitution to pave the way 
for pari-mutuel machines at New 
York tracks in 1936 and a bill cre- 
ating a new State racing commis- 
sion of three members with broa¢ 
powers over the sport. 

Both measures already have been 
passed by the Senate, and the ac 
tion of the Rules Committee in re- 
porting them indicates they will go 
through the- House later today with 
little or no opposition. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 18. — New 
York racing circles were looking 
forward today to executive ap 
proval of the race betting Dill 
passed by both houses and yester- 
day sent to Governor Lehman for 
his signature, which will be forth- 
coming, it is said on good author- 
ity. 
Under the new bill, race tracks 
may conduct open betting and for 
the privilege the state will take 
15 per cent of the gross receipts as 
a tax. Race track promoters un- 
der the new bill will be able to ob- 
tain an assured revenue greater 
than in recent years, even though 
prices of admission will probably be 
reduced. 

From 1929 to 1933 the receipts of 
New York tracks dropped from 
$2,919,775.75 to $1,153,440.06. The 
high admission charge and the 
difficulty of placing bets under the 
oral system, drove many of the 
track’s followers to the handbooks. 

It is expected that under this 
year’s betting conditions the book- 
makers will contribute to the rev- 
enue of the track through a “cut- 
in” charge and that greater free- 
dom of betting will attract a 
greater paid attendance.

State Supreme Court Reverses 


Self; Rules Holding Company May 
Take Stock Control of Laclede 


Missouri Tribunal Decides It Is Not Incum- 
bent in Service Board to Find Public 
Will Be Benefited by Transfer. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, April 18—A 
previous ruling by Missouri Su- 
preme Court that benefit to the 
public must be shown before the 


Public Service Commission may au- 
thorize a holding‘ company to ac- 
quire more than 10 per cent of the 
stock of an operating public utility, 
was overturned today by the court 
in a decision permitting the Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation of Chi- 
cago to take over direct stock con- 
trol of its two St. Louis subsidiaries, 
the Laclede Gas Light Co. and the 
Laclede Power & Light Co, 

In addition to overturning the 
precedent that public benefit must 
be shown as a condition of such 
stock transfers, the decision today 
by the court en banc reverses a 
former ruling of Division No. 2 of 
the court in the same case. Divis- 
ion No, 2, in April, 1933, held the 
proposed acquisition of direct stock 
control of the two Laclede companies 
by the Utilities Power & Light Cor- 
poration, from an intermediate 
holding company also controlled by 
Utilities Power & Light, was con- 
trary to public policy and unlawful, 
in the circumstances. 

The opinion issued today was 
written by Judge E. M. Tipton and 
was concurred in by Judges Ernest 
S. Gantt, William F. Frank, C. A. 
Leedy Jr., and Frank E. Atwood. 
Judges George Robb Ellison ' and 
Charles T. Hays, the other two 
— were absent and did not 
vote. 


Upholds State Commission. 

The decision does not affect the 
actual control of the two Laclede 
companies. ‘Stock control of the 
two companies now is held by the 
Laclede Gas & Slectric Co., a hold- 
ing company, which in turn is con- 
trolled by Utilities wer & Light. 
The ruling today, affirming a Pub- 
lic Service Commission order issued 
four years ago, permits the parent 
holding company to take over di- 
rect ownership of a majority of the 
stock of the two operating com- 
panies, and to dissolve the inter- 
mediate holding company. 
The Commission, in authorizing 
the stock transfer in March, 1930, 
made a finding, after a hearing, 
that the transfer “can have no 
detrimental -ffect upon the public 
interest.” The commission over- 
ruled contention by the City of St. 
La@uis that such stock acquisitions 
were contrary to public policy of 
Missouri unless it was shown the 
transfer would benefit the public. 
The city appealed from the Com- 
mission’s order. 


Previous Ruling Reversed. * 


The decision of Division No. 2 in 
this same case in April, 1933, which 
is now reversed, was written by 
Commissioner Jamés A. Cooley and 
was concurred in by Judge Tipton; 
Judge Ellison concurred in the re- 
sult, and Judge Leedy did not vote 
as he had not heard the argument. 
In an earlier case, deny author- 
ity sought by the City Utilities Co. 
to acquire stock control of the St. 
Louis Public Service Co., decided in 
1932 by Division No. 2, only Judge 
Ellison of the present membership 
was then a member of that division. 


He concurred in the opinion’ written 
by Commissioner John T. Fitzsim- 
mons holding the application should 
be denied because public benefit was. 
not shown.’ The other two members 
of the division at that time were 
Judges J. T. White and Berryman 
Henwood, both of whom concurred. 

In that case the Court ruled that 
acquisition of more than {0 per 
cent of the stock of an operating 
utility. by another corporation was 
contrary to the public polity, and 
that the commission could sanc- 
tion such a transfer only-after a 
definite showing of public benefit. 

Public Benefit Feature. 

In the decision today Judge Tip- 
ton said the decision in the City 
Utilities decision was correct, for 
other reasons. “We do not agree 
with that part of the opinion,” he 
said, “which holds that before a 
corporation .can purchase more 
than 10 per cent of the stock in a 
domestic utility that it is incum- 
bent upon the commission to find 
that the public will be benefited by 
the transfer. That part of the 
opinion should be no longer fol- 
lowed.” 

Judge Tipton said the section in- 
volved, No. 5177 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1929, did not authorize 
such an interpretation. To uphold 
such a contention, he said, “we 
would have to read into this sec- 
tion that the commission cannot 
approve a sale of stock to a foreign 
corporation unless the commission 
affirmatively found that such pur- 
chase was in the public interest. 

“If the Legislature had such an 
intention,” he said, “surely proper 
words showing such an _ intention 
would have been found in the act 
itself, and the contrary intent is 
made conspicuous by their absence. 
The actual language used is lain 
as to leave no room for Bie Cc 
tion. Mi Sek 
City’s Contention Overruled. 

“This section must be rea@with 

the other provisions of the Public 
Service Commission act, so that the 
whole act may be construed to ef- 
fect the purpose for which it was 
enacted. The whole »urpose of the 
act is to protect the public. The 
public served by the utility is in- 
terested in the service rendered by 
the utility and the price charged 
therefor; the investing public is in- 
terested in the value and stability 
of the securities issued by the 
utility. 
“To uphold the contention of the 
appellant (City of St. Louis) we 
must read words into the section 
of the statute in question that are 
not in it. Under the se of public 
policy we have no right to read into 
this act words not expressly found 
therein, or by implication, so that. 
the purpose of the act may be car- 
ried out.” ~ 

Judge Tipton overruled a conten- 
tion by the city that the Utilities 
Power and Light Corporation had 
violated the corporation laws of the 
State by doing business in Missouri 
without having obtained a license 
as a foreign corporation to trans 
act business in the State. He held_ 
the evidence failed to show the 
company had transacted business 
in Missouri, within the meaning of 
the statute. The Utilities Power 
and Light, Corporation is incorpo- 
rated under the laws of Virginia.

WASHINGTON, April 18.—After 
two months of public hearings on 
NRA codes, the National Recovery 
Review Board, headed by Clarence 
Darrow, has drafted a critical pre- 
liminary report for President 
Roosevelt which is said to support 
the contentions of Senators Borah 
and Nye that the operation of codes 
under Administrator Johnson has 
played into the hands of monopo- 
lists and has tended to injure small 
industrialists and business men. 
,At the review board today it was 
explained that the report, now vir- 
tually completed, would be sent to 
the White House “some time this 
week,” and would be made public 
at the pleasure of the President. 
The report, in its present form, 
according to an authoritative 
source, gives the general conclu- 
sions of the board as drawn from 
scores of hearings at which pro- 
tests were heard against individual 
codes, particularly those for the bi- 
tuminous coal, electrical, steel, 
cleaning and dyeing and the ice in- 
dustries. Darrow, as chairman, 
drafted an original report, but at 
least one member of the board, 
John F. Sinclair, a New York attor- 
ney and former Minneapolis bank- 
er, thought it caustic and it was 
toned down. 

The board, created as an inde 
pendent agency to hear complaints 
against the National Recovery Ad- 
ministration, found itself hzmpered 
at the outset because it lacked au- 
thority to subpena witnesses and 
documents. It. has been openly 
flouted by some of the code author- 
ities, and at some of the hearings 
there were no representatives from 
the Johtnson organization. 

At a press conference at noon, 
Darrow declined to discuss the 
board’s report, explaining that it 
would be sent to the President Sat- 
urday morning. “Of course,” he ob- 
served, “the President doesn’t have 
to give it out unless he wants to.” 
Darrow fenced with questions re 
garding whether the board was dis- 
satisfied with the results obtained 
and would dissolve. He said the 
board still had “plenty of com- 
plaints,” but that only a few hear- 
ings were scheduled. 

“That leaves the inference,” a 
reporter said, ‘that the board will 
be dissolved.” \ 

“Everybody = entitled to draw 
his own inferences,” Darrow ‘ re-

Darrow said that all the board 
members except John F. Sinclair 
had read the preliminary draft of 
the report. Asked whether Sinclair:

For three years prior to Mayor Dickmann’s elec 
tion, the city was practically leaderless. Moreover, 
the demands made by the’ depression upon the city’s 
treasury had created a serious financial condition. 


Thd deficit was $1,379,529, the largest in the city’s | 


history. It is to Mayor Dickmann’s credit that he 
succeeded in reducing the deficit from.that figure to 
$142,000. It is true that this reduction was aided 
by a State law cutting penalties on back taxes, which 
caused unusually large collections during the year, 
and by the action of the Board of Estimate and Ap 
portionment, Comptroller Nolte dissenting, in with- 
holding from the:sinking fund the full amount called 
for by the city’s debt service. The Mayor’s own con- 
tribution, and it was a very important one, was to 
cut 900 jobs from the payroll. He did this in the 
face of a greater clamor for jobs than ever before 
greeted an incoming Mayor, and his action was jus- 
tified by the year’s experience, showing that in the 
Miller administration the City Hall was overmanned. 

In putting the city’s financial house in order so 
far as current running expenses are concerned, the 
Mayor followed the example of President Roosevelt, 
who, almost immediately upon assuming office, ob- 
tained the passage of the National Economy Act to 
balance the ordinary budget and to safeguard the 
national credit. But whereas the Mayor then leaned 
back on his oars, the President proceeded to take 
those extraordinary measures which an extraordinary 
situation required. It was a lesson in statesmanship 
that the Mayor could not or would not grasp. While 
the President was attacking unemployment on a 
score of fronts, the Mayor of a city with approxi- 
mately 135,000 people out of work, instead of co-op 
erating with the President, contented himself with 
routine administration. Sate 

We refer particularly to the Mayor's dalliance with 

the public works question. Obviously, the attack on 
unemployment through public works cannot suc- 
ceed unless the governments of all the country’s large 
cities participate in it. St. Louis could not expect 
to shirk its part in the great national movement, 
but the Mayor, with one eye op the Real Estate Ex- 
change, would not bring himself to apply for the $17,- 
000,000 to $20,000,000 that St. Louis was entitled to 
out of the public works fund. Only after many 
months, and under the irresistible pressure of events, 
was the Mayor induced to present even a modified 
program. That program, consisting of a $16,100,000 
bond issue, to be augmented by a Federal grant of 
from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000, will be voted on May 
15. It should have been submitted to the voters as 
Mayor Dickmann is re 
sponsible for this tragic delay. 
The bond issue incident illustrates the Mayor's lack 
of imagination. We already have a Comptroller who 
is celebrated for his caution in expenditure, and we 
need in the Mayor’s office a man who sees the prob- 
lems and opportunities of the city from a broader 
point of view. We believe this defect in the Mayor 
is also evident in the case of smoke. Smoke is driv- 
ing thousands of people out of St. Louis every year. 
reducing the city’s income from taxation, imperiling 
the health of the people and destroying rea) estate 
values. Admittedly, the problem is a complicated 
one, but to believe that it*cannot be solved is to 
yield to despair. Mayor Dickmann has played around 
with the problem, but he has never shown any incli- 
nation to take it by the throat. If he did so, he could 
make his,administration a most memorable one. 

If Mayor Dickmann has any major policy in re 
gard to mass transportation, the city is unaware of 
it. It is true that last year, when tentative proposals 
were made to him that the city take over that dead 
horse, the Public Service Co., he unhesitatingly re 
jected the idea. It is also true that in his adminis-

He gave his full support to City Counselor Hay in 
the latter’s attempt to obtain a 20 per cent cut in 
gas rates.

One of the Mayor’s outstanding qualities is his gift 
for organization. Despite his antipathy toward bond 
issues, he threw himself into the fight for the hos- 
pital bond issue and made a vigorous campaign for it. 
Although this bond issue had failed during the pre 
vious administration, it cazried last November by an 
11-to-1 majority. This gift of the Mayor’s was dem: 


Yonstrated also when he got the NRA started in St. 
‘Louis; when, on short notice, he organized a suc 


cessful Christmas party at the Municipal Auditori- 
um, at which 27,000 persons were entertained; in his 
recovery dinner, celebrating the first year of the 
New Deal, and on various other occasions. 

Just as the Mayor is not dominated py the utill- 
ties, neither is he dominated by the“brewers. He 
fought them to the last ditch in an effort to have 
the gallonage tax included in the liquor »ill, and he 
failed only when the Republican membership of the 
Board of Aldermen, aided by a few Democrats, com- 
bined against him.

The rifts between the Mayor and the Board of Al- 
dermen and, the Mayor and the Democratic City Com- 
mittee are all to the Mayor’s credit. They were oc 
casioned by his refusal to permit greedy politicians 
to attempt to impose partisan policies upon the ad- 
ministration. The Mayor has the sympathy, in this 
conflict, of all those interested in good city govern- 
ment. They would like to see him carry the war into 
Africa. They would like to see him fight the Board 
of Aldermen and the Democratic City Committee just 
as bard as they have been fighting him. Let him 
bring the battle into the open and apprise the public 
of its nature, and he will win it. 

There is no doubt but thai Mr. Dickmann is one of 
the hardest working Mayors St. Louis has ever had. 
He is on the job from 9 to 6 every day, and always 
holds himself open to attend necessary evening meet- 
ings. He meets his Cabinet three times a week, 
and devotes a great deal of attention to the details of 
city government. In fact, his close attention to de- 
tails perhaps deprives him of that wider view of 
city affairs that he might otherwise acquire. The 
Mayor’s appointments of men for outstanding posi- 
tions, while in many cases disappointing, were dic 
tated by a minimum of partisan consideration. He 
did his best to get high-class, competent city officials, 
and if he did not succeed always, it was not because 
he did not act with the best of intentions. 

On the whole, we can say that the Mayor is hon- 
est, courageous, industrious and has a real desire to 
advance the interests of the city, except when these 
interests clash with his fear of increased taxation. 
He cannot seem to realize that it is through the me 
dium of increased taxation that the country must 
battle its way out of the depression. He cannot seem 
to realize that increased taxation for constructive 
purposes will not be a debt burden, but a living 
force to lessen unemployment, increase business and 
rea) estate values, ant, in general, to tone up the eco 
nomic life of the community. 

In che next three years, Mayor Dickmann can, if 
he chooses, free himself from some of the inhibitions 
growing out of the narrowness of his limited business 
experience and give the city the type of leadership 
for which it has long languished.

BSERVERS differ as to just how strong 
Q: the sentiment in Congress for another 
and stronger dose of inflation.

The potential majority for silver is much 
too large to be ascribed to the influence of 
‘the special silver interests as such. It must 
be explained, it seems to me, by recognizing 
that Congress is interested in silver, not be- 
cause it is silver, but because it might be 
used to raise prices and to promote recovery. 
There would be no such sentiment for 
silver today if, in the opinion of the mem- 
bers of Congress who face re-election in the 
autumn; recovery was adequate and assured. 
Congress is a most faithful reflector of ac- 
tive public opinion, and the present strength 
of the silver bloc may be taken as a sure 
sign that there ig dissatisfaction back home 

over the pace of recovery,

This dissatisfaction is, I believe, rapidly 
crystallizing into two main convictions, The 
first is that the restrictive measures under 
AAA and NRA have not worked effectively. 
The AAA, when it was pumping out money 
to farmers, helped them, of course; but the 
AAA as a measure to reduce crops and raise 
prices has thus far been a virtua) failure. 

The NRA, by raising costs and therefore 
prices ahead of new production, produced a 
temporary flurry among the few workers 
who received higher wages, and some specu- 
lative buying »f merchandise in anticipation 
of higher prices; but once the flurry was 
over, the net result has been to make it 
harder to sell goods and, therefore, harder 
to re-employ labor. Thus these measures 
of economic restriction and regimentation 
are rapidly losing public support. 

The second conviction now forming in the 
public mind is that the reform measures, 


the Securities Act, certain portions of the 


banking bill and the original stock exchange 
bill, were far too rigid and far too‘ drastic; 
that, in attempting to prohibit manifest and 
admitted evils, they seriously threaten to 
prohibit enterprise and nev investment. 
Since it is through the banks, the issuing 
of new securities and the stock market that 


idle money and new money must find their 


way into business, laws which terrorize the 
financial community are obviously a serious 
handicap to recovery. As the measures are 
written, and perhaps even more as they are 
interpreted by and to the financial commun- 


ity, they are not unlike laws to prevent rail- 


road accidents by stopping the trains. 

The common character of all this legis 
lation, from AAA to the stock market bill, 
is that it constricts enterprise. Some of it 
is designed to economic difficulties, 
as in the case of e surpluses. Some 
of it is designed to cure moral evils, as in 
the Securities Act. But the net effect of it 
all is to discourage enterprise at a time 
when the relief of unemployment and of in- 
solvency depends primarily upon the revival

It 
has a policy of regimentation which raises 
prices here and there but in no intelligent 
relation to other prices, which obstructs 
profits and discourages enterprise. The two 
policies are now grinding one against the 
other. * ) 

This conflict has to be resolved. It'is the 
main business before the country, before 
Congress and before the administration. 

There are three possible ways in which it 
can be resolved. The regiment&tion could 
be redoubled and reinforced and the at- 
tempt made to run agriculture and indus- 
try under Government control. This is the 
direction indicated by the Bankhead cotton 
bil. To take this road is, however, impos- 
sible. Congress would not permit it. The 
country would not tolerate it. The admin- 
istration does not desire it. 

The second way is the one that Congress 
is threatening to use. It consists in impos- 


_ ing upon the banking system an inflation of 


cient power to overcome the inertia of 
all the restrictive measures, This is a dan- 
gerous and disorderly way to reach a sound 
objective. The third way is for the admin- 
istration itself to release enterprise by aban- 
doning some of the measures that constrict 
it and by revising others. This is the way 
of common sense. 


For the monetary policy as now set up, | 


supplemented as occasion demands by the 
use of the powers the President already pos- 
sesses, is a most powerful engine for recov- 
ery, if only it is permitted to operate. It 
can create immense supplies of new money, 
provided channels are opened through which 
new money can flow into industry. It would 
be the height of folly not to use it when, 
by using it intelligently, as the British are 


‘doing with a similar monetary engine, it is 


almost certainly possible to bring back to 
the people work, security and peace of mind. 

To do this is in no sense to abandon the 
hopes of the New Deal.

Playing of Mozart C~ Major 
Sonata Outstanding in In- 
telligent Performance.

ORINNE FREDERICK, whose 
([ treauent appearances with the 
and with various chamber music 
organizations have made her a fa- 
miliar figure to most concert-goers 
in this city, appeared for the first 
time last night in a solo recital 
given in the Beaux Arts room of 
the Coronado Hotel. The size of 
the audience and its manifest en- 
thusiasm constituted a tribute that 
must have been very gratifying to 
the soloist. What is more import- 
ant, perhaps, is that her playing 
made her a candidate for more con- 
sidered and more precise testimon- 
ials. It was clean, intelligent play- 
ing throughout the whole- program 
with the special style of each num- 
ber derived from the character of 
the music. 
Her program was divided into 
two main divisions, the first classic, 
the second nodern. Of everything 
presented the Mozart C Major 
sonta was outstanding. The design 
was always clear, the flow of the 
music was animated by an unabat- 
ing nervous energy and the adjust- 


breadth precision. Though the 
/quantitative scale of the work was 
small the emotional range was 
large and there was a wealth of 
subtle, internal contrast in evidence. 
The energetic and brilliant first 
movement, with its silvery lines and 
jewel-like ornamentations issued in- 
to a slow movement that was as 
moving as a similar movement in a 
romantic sonata. The third move- 
ment served chiefly as a release for 
the tension of the second and it is 
no derogation of the work as a 
whole or of the way it was played 
to say that it did not have the mus- 
ical value of the preceding parts. 
Mrs. Frederick started her pro- 
gram with Busoni’s arrangement of 
a Bach organ prelude in G Minor. 
Though she gave it the slow, rolling 
and tranquil motion that was nec 
essary to sustain the ever-increas- 
ing breadth of this music the final 
swirl of the emotional spiral was 
not achieved. The dynamic curve 
was arrested and flattened and the 
climax did not reach its promised 
transcendental peak. 

Several “sonatas” by Scarlatti, 
beautifully articulated, came be- 
tween the Bach and Mozart works 
and the last half of the program 
was given over to amusing trifles 
by Tcherepin, and Darium Milhaud, 
to a piece by Vila-Lobos which ex- 
pressed that composer’s gift for gay 
and tender fantasy and to a study 
in percussive effects called “Allegro 
Barbaro” by Bela Bartok.

‘Every time I advocate a certain! 
bid on a certain type of holding, 
however, some bright player uses 
the bid psychically in an attempt to 
fool the opponents. For example, 
with the two hands which I ga-e 
above, the bidding might presum- 
ably go: Pass, pass, one club, dou- 
ble, redouble. 

If the ding hand takes any 
action other than a no-trump bar- 
ricade, you have to give your part- 
ner a free bid in your weak dia- 
mond suit in order to show him 
that your hand is not entirely de- 
void of strength. Then, if your 
partner bids either one of the ma- 
jors, you can give him a one raise. 
He may thus be able to decide he 
future of the hand.

The recipes: 

Cream of Asparagus Soup. 

Remove the tips from a large 
bunch of fresh green asparagus. 
Peel and cut up stalks. Cook 
this until tender in one pint of 
veal or chicken stock with one 
slice of onion, one bay leaf and 
a few s-.alks of celery, then rub 
all through the colander. Melt 
two tablespoons of butter with 
one of flour and when bubbling, 
add one quart of milk and one 
can of cream. When slightly 
thickeued, add the asparagus 
pulp and keep hot, but do not 
let boil. Slice the asparagus 
tips and cook in a small amount 
of cream and add to soup just 
before serving. Season last. 
with salt pepper and paprika 
to taste. 
Lobster, Crab and Shrimp Mold. 

This dish should be made the 
day before needed. Yrepare 
two cups of thin, well seasoned 
cream sauce. Cool, then stir in 
one cup of mayonnaise to which 
is added two tablespoons of 
chili sauce, ne-half cup of fine- 
ly minced celery, two table- 
spoons of prepared horseradish, 
two tablespoons of minced 
green pepper and a few drops 
of tobascyv. Soa one and a half 
tablespoons of gelatin in a lit- 
tle cold water, then dissolve 
over hot water, then stir into 
mixture. 

Have prepared one pound of 
lobster meat cut in pieces, one 
pound of whole cooked shrimps 
(center line removed) and one 
cup of crab meat. Marinate in 
French: dressing for a few min- 
utes, then drain. Butter light- 
ly a fish or any kind of mold. 
Dip shrimps into sauce and 
press on bottom and sides of 
mold. Place in refrigerator for 
a few moments to set. While 
this ig setting, mix crab meat, 
lobster and sauce together. 
Pour into mold and place in re- 
frigerator until ready to use. 
Unmold on platter, surrounded 
with watercress and lemon 
curls.
